AECDU: In 1989 a group of tenants applied to 
run an ILEA department called the Adult 
Education Curriculum Development Unit. The 
AECDU has been helping to make links between 
Adult Education and the Tenants Movement - 
encouraging tenants groups to put on their own 
evening classes and other activities. The AECDU 
has received funding from Lambeth Adult 
Education department and other boroughs, to 
carry out work with tenants associations. 

Bread ’n Roses is a workers co-op which does 
typesetting, design and photocopying for 
community groups. Their rates are very 
reasonable! Get in touch if you need a poster 
or leaflet produced. 

The Tenant Participation Working Party is 

also based at Tenants Corner. This is a group 
of tenants reps from Kennington District. 

After a year of campaigning by the 
Working Party, Lambeth Council has agreed 
to provide £12,100 so that tenants can run 
their own Feasibility Study - looking at ways 
of improving tenant participation. 

A Steering Group of tenants reps - to be 
elected at District Housing Committees in 
December - will be in charge of spending the 
money.
